POLICE TO REGISTER 
RESORT WORKERS IN 
MIAMI (FLA.) AREA 


Purpose Is to Keep Dishonest 
and Those With Crime | 
Records Out. 


By the Associated Press. 
MIAMI BEACH, Fia., Nov. 5.— 
Compulsory registration of casual 


employes is the latest device set 


up by police to keep out dishonest 
persons who seek employment near 
wealthy resorters. 

Virtually every person season- 
ally employed must carry an iden- 
tification card, issued by police aft- 
er the applicant has been finger- 
printed and photographed for com- 
parison with records of criminals 
at the Bureau of Identification, 
Washington. 

The new ordinance, adopted here 
and approved on first reading 
across Biscayne Bay in Miami, com- 
plements another requiring ‘felon 
registration in the two cities. 

Unofficially, the finger-printing 
of some seasonal workers has been 
done for several years, with 5413 
hotel, restaurant, bar and other em- 
ployes registered with the Police 
Identification Bureau last season. 

The ordinance, requiring regis- 
tration within 48 hours of arrival 
under maximum penalty of 60 days’ 
imprisonment and $100 fine, applies 
to employes of night clubs, amuse- 
ment houses,  hotels,. apartment 
houses, delivery services, restau- 
rants, bath houses, solariums and 
any place handling liquors. 

Also required to register are golf 
caddies, newspaper delivery boys 
over 17, special policemen,  domes- 


‘tie servants. taxicab drivers, vend- 


ing machine operators and char- 
ter-boat operators. 


3 RIGHT GUESSES ON VOTE

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—James A. 
Farley, Democratic national chair- 
man, made public today the pre- 
election guesses of the presidential 
electoral vote made by newspaper- 
men and politicians who have been 
frequenting headquarters daily for 
several months. Farley was one 
of three who guessed the electoral 
vote exactly and shared in a pool. 

The money was divided three 
ways—by Farley, George Morris, 
veteran political reporter, and 
Senator Joseph F. Guffey of Penn- 
sylvania, all of whom estimated 
Roosevelt would receive 523 elec- 
toral votes, 

Farley, Morris and Guffey. split 
$118 on the electoral guess three 
ways.

TOMORROW UNSETTLED

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5. — Al- 
though millions of votes have net 
yet been tabulated, President Roose- 
velt’s : record popular plurality 
passed the 9,000,000 mark today, 
and there were indications it would 
exceed 10,000,000. 

The national vote, also a record, 


has reached 41,043,035, with 17,340 
voting districts still to be. heard 
from. Of the total Roosevelt had 
24,874,771 and Gov. Alf M. Landon 
15,489,371. } 

As for electoral votes, there has 
been no‘such lop-sided victory since 
George Washington got the  fuli 
electoral vote of every State vaot- 
ing and James Monroe got all ex- 
cept one vote. The returns seemed 
to confirm the indications of yes- 
terday that Roosevelt would receive 
523 and Landon 8, when Congress 
goes through the formality of 
counting the votes in January. Lan- 
don carried chly Maine and Ver- 
mont. 

Late returns on Senate and House 
contests emphasized the crushing 
character of the Democratic land- 
slide. With most contests already 
decided, it appeared the Democrats 
would have 75 of the 96 Senators. 

For the House, the Democrats 
had elected at least 333 members, 
a new record. Highty-eight Republi- 
cans had won seats, six Progressives 
and five Farmer-Laborites. Five 
seats remained in doubt.

Trapped in the fifth floor of a 
sand elevator, four men " ‘were 
burned to death today im a fire in 
the plant of.the Fred Schmitt Ma- 
terial Co., at 650 Rosedale avenue, 
north of Delmar boulevard and 
west of the Wabash tracks. 

The four had been in the elevator 
shaft only a few minutes, inspect- 
ing gravel and other. material 
stored in bins there, when fire, 
originating in an adjoining section 


of the building, swept up a frame 
stairway and, cut off their escape.

‘at 11:30 a,.m. almost immediately 
after firemen had extinguished the

Recovering the Bodies. 

The body was.found lying on a 
pile of gravel in’a bin at the top 
of the tower. Firemen searched 
there for more than three hours be- 
fore finding the others, digging into 
piles of sand and gravel on the the- 
ory the men might have burrowed 
into them to escape the flames. 
Meantime, other firemen siphoned 
out 18 feet of water which had ac- 
cumulated at the foot of the eleva- 
tor shaft from fire hoses, in the 
possibility the victims had fallen or 
thrown themselves down the shaft 
as the flames spread. 

Finally, firemen working through 
the debris found the bodies in a 
sand bin at the top of the shaft. 
All were partly covered by sand 
which apparently they had thrown 
over themselves as protection from 
the flames. Except for Fyfe’s body, 
they were badly burned. Identifica- 
tion of Wright and Schmitt was 
made by the remains of their cloth- 
ing. 

Before they finally disappeared 
from the view of workmen on the 
ground as fire spread through the 
building this morning, the four 
men, enveloped in smoke and some- 
times obscured from view by leap- 
ing flames, stood in a window at 
the top of the. hoisting tower and 
shouted for help. 


No te Call to Jump. 

The hoisting bucket was run up 
the shaft for them but one of them 
shouted down that they were un- 
able to get on it because of the 
flames. ‘The first firemen to ar- 
rive spread a life net and shouted 
for them to come to the window 
and jump,. but there was no re- 
sponse.

Widespread Buying on Belief 
Easy. Money Policy Will

NEW YORK, Nov. .5.—Almost un- 
precedented purchases of Govern- 
ment bonds sent those securitied up-

widespread advances of recent 
times. 

Instead of the usual price changes 
by small fractions, they rose, by half 
points or more, that is, by $5 a 
$1000 face value. Wall Street ob- 


funds had been loosed by banks and 
insurance companies, convinced by 
the election results that the New 
Deal's easy money: policy would be 
contintied. 
Some issues rose as much as $7.50 
to $11.20. Accompanying the boom 
in Governments was a general rise 
in industrial and other liens, up 
from fractions to as much as $15 
per $1000 bond. 

In the stock market prices rose 
sharply, in some instances as much 
as $5.a share. A flood of buying 
orders, many of them from abroad 
and from the. Middle. West, New 
England and the South, contributed 
to a buying volume unsurpassed :

MADRID, Nov. 5.— Heavy 
aerial and artillery bombard- 
ments shook buildings on the oute- 
skirts of Madrid today as Fascist 
insurgents started a _ decisive 
battle for possession of the Span- 
ish capital. ss 

Two instfgent fighting, planes, 
which chased off a Government 
bombing plane, were shot down 
during a spectacular fight over 
the eastern section of the city. 
Thousands of Madrid residents, 
watching. the fjght from rooftops, 
shouted wildly at the Government 
victory in the first air engage- 
ment over Madrid. 

As the Fascist combat planes 
dived onto a squadron of Govern. 
ment bombers, pilots in the Gov- 
ernment ships opened fire and one 
of the insurgent planes burst into 
flames. A second insurgent ship 
caught fire a few seconds later. 
Both Fascist ships crashed to 
earth in a field north of Vallecas 
near Cristo de Ribas. 

One of the Fascist pilots es- 
caped by parachute from his 
plane and landed in a tree some 
distance from where the ship fell. 
He was sent to a hospital with a 
broken leg. The second insurgent 
ship was reported to have burned 
with all its crew aboard, 

Air Raid Sirens Sounded. 

For the third successive day the 
sound of air. raid sirens in the 
capital was almost ceaseless. 
Punctuated by the crash of artil- 
lery shells in suburban districts 
southwest of the city, the clamor 
sent residents scurrying for pro- 
tection. 

Fascist artillery laid down a 

barrage on Government field 
headquarters a few miles south of 
Cerro de Los Angeles, famous 
landmark 10 miles south of the 
city. 
Squadrons of Government 
bombing planes released high ex- 
plosive bombs over Alcorcon 
County west of Madrid. 


Insurgent fighting ships dipped 
low over highways on the capitals’ 
outskirts machine-gunning Govern- 
ment reinforcements on their way 
to the front. 

From the thirteenth floor of the 
Madrid Telephone Building, the 
burning ruins of Getafe, eight 
miles south of the city, could be 
seen. The bursting of insurgent 
shells near Carabanchel at 1:30 p. 
m. showed the Fascist artillery was 
almost within range of the capital.

President Roosevelt's . Missouri 
plurality in the election Tuesday is 


shown by. unofficial returns from 
4815 of the 4357 precincts ‘in the 
State to have been 408,798. The 42 
precincts from which ‘no reports 
have been. received are in rural 


counties. 

The unofficial retugns from 4311 
precincts reporting show a lead of 
259,922 for Lioyd C. Stark, Demo- 
crat, for Governor. 

When the final and official count 
is made the Roosevelt plurality, on 
the basis of the votes in the other 
precincts, will be about 410,000, or 
about 45,000 less than his plurality 
in 1932. Stark's plurality will be 
shown to have been about 260,000. 

The total vote was in excess of 
1,800,000, the exact vote not yet be- 
ing ascertainable, and was about 
200,000 more than in 1928, the pre- 
vious high record. 

Democratic Sweep. 

Every major State office, with the 
exception of one .seat on the 5Su- 
preme Court, that held by Judges 
William F. Frank, will be occupied 
by a Democrat. That situation, 
however, has existed for several 


years. 

In the State Senate three of the 
$4 members will be Republicans— 
two being holdovers—and the rest 
Democrats, In the House of Rep- 
resentatives there will be an over- 
whelming Democratic. majority, 
probably slightly larger than in the 
last House in which there were 102 
Democrats and 48 Republicans.

In Michigan revision of the count 
in the Eleventh Congressional Dis- 
trict deprived Herbert J. Rushton, 
Republican, of victory and gave 
the seat formerly held by Prentiss 
M. Brown, successful Democratic 
candidate for the Senate, to John 
Luecke, a Democrat. 

Problem for Leaders. 

Decision of the voters to send 
to 
Congress found party leaders strug- 
gling today with the problem of 
how to wield their most lop-sided 
majority in history into an effective 
legislative machine. 

The only undecided House seats 
late today were the First Iowa Dis- 
trict and the Fourth Minnesota. 

Late returns showed the Seventy- 
fifth Congress will have two Farm- 
er-Laborites in the Senate, one 
Progressive and one Independent 
Republican—Senator Norris of Ne- 
braska. 

Two Minor Party Blocs. 

The House will have a Progres- 
sive bloc of seven members and 
five Farmer-Laborites. 

A recapitulation of the results 
showed the Democrats made a net 
gain of 12 seats in the House, for, 
although they ousted 24 Repub-

The 333 Democratic House totak 
compares wit the party's 321 mark 
of the last Congress and is 115 in 
excess of a mijority. 

Six G. O. P. Senators Lose. 

Six Democrats won Senate seats 
from Republicans. They are James

As was told in the Post-Dispatch 
on Oct. 5, higher wages have been 
obtained by several crafts and 
others have announced that in- 
creases would be expected Jan. 1 
in a general trend toward pre-de- 
pression pay levels in the building 
industry. 

R. L. Murphy, manager~of the 
Master Builders’ Association, said 
the association would discuss 
wages with four unions with which 
it has direct dealings. These are 
the carpenters, engineers. ‘iron 
workers and laborers. In general, 
the demands resulted from a short- 
age of labor, due to public works, 
and as an aftermath of the depres- 
sion years, when few apprentices 
were developed and many of the 
older mechanics turned to other 
occupations, Murphy said. The 
unions hope to raise wages to range 
between 87% cents and $1.75 ah 
hour, effective next year. Pres- 
ent wage scales extend from 78% 
cents an hour to $1.47. 

Union sheet metal workers, who 
experienced boom times last sum- 
mer as a result of air-conditioning 
installation, obtained a wage in- 
crease from $1.25 to $1.37% an hour 
July 1, and expect a rise to $1.50 
on Jan, 1. The pay of composition 
roofers, another stimulated indus- 
try, was increased from $1.25 an 
hour to $1.37% on Sept. 1. 

Union carpenters, who accepted 
a cut from $1.50 to $1.25 in 1932, 
have requested a return to $1.50. 
Asbestos workers are to receive an 
increase from $10 to $11 a day Jan. 
1, while metal lathers obtained a 
rise from $1.25 an hour to $1.37 last 
June. There are 24 crafts in the 
Building Trades Council and two in 
the Metal Trades Council employed 
in building construction. 

Last month the Building Trades 
Council reported that about 95 per 
cent of its 15,000 members were em- 
ployed, the best employment record 
since 1929. Most of the men were 
working on public works, which in- 
clude the new Postoffice, Soldiers’ 
Memorial, Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
pital for Colored, schools in the 
city and county and the finishing 
of the Civil Courts Building. 


Move to Organize Employes of 
Chevrolet and Fisher Plants. 
The United Automobile Workers 
of Americi, Local No. 25, will be- 
gin shortly a series of special mem- 
bership meetings to try to organize 
employes of the St. Louis Chevrolet 
and Fisher Body Co. plants.

FOUR MEN, TRAPPED 
BY FIRE IN MATERIAL 
PLANT, LOSE LIVES 


when I happened to look up and 
saw flames in his office,” he said. “I 
ran down to the next floor and got 
a small hose,.but there wasn’t 
enough pressure to reach the fire. 
It swept across the floor and up 
the tower by way of an enclosed 
stairway. We four who were work- 
ing on the third floor got out of 
the building by climbing down a 
ladder in the elevator shaft.” 

As the four men went down the 
shaft the fire was spreading up- 
ward into the shaft above them. 
The upper two stories of the shaft 
were of frame construction. It was 
only after the four had got out of 
the building that they saw the four 
men in the window at the top of 
the building, about 90 feet above 
the ground. | 

George Bell, 7748 Ahern avenue, 
University City, on the ground in 
charge of the hoisting bucket, told 
reporters that he sent up the bucket 
as soon as the men at the top of 
the shaft shouted for it. 

“They hollered down that it was 
too hot and they couldn't get to it,” 
he said. “So I ran it down again.” 
This action was taken so that the 
bucket would not fall if the fire 
should cause the top of the tower 
to collapse. 

Verne O. Barnhart, manager of a 
laundry near the material company 
plant, ran to the scene immediately 
after the fire and arrived there in 
time to see the men in the window 
and hear their cries for help. 

“The elevator, or bucket, was run

Democrats retained their top- 
heavy majorities in both houses of 
the Missouri Legislature, on -re- 
turns from Tuesday’s election,‘ and 
the new Democratic State admin- 
istration headed by Lloyd C. Stark 
as Governor, will start out with 
ample party support in both law- 
making bodies, for whatever legis- 
lative program it proposes. 

The Senate of the 1937 Legisla- 
ture, @hich will convene Jan. 6 in 
Jefferson City, will include 31 Dem- 
ocrats and-three Republicans. This 
is a gain of one Republican over 
the party division in the Senate of 
the 1935 session. SeventeerSena- 
tors are holdovers. 

Reports on election of all of the 
150 House members will not be com- 
plete until after the official can- 
vasses of the vote are made tomor- 
row.in each of the counties. How- 
ever, available returns indicate the 
Democrats gained slightly over the 
overwhelming party advantage they 
held in the lower house in the 1935 
session. The party division then 
was 102 Democrats and 48 Repub- 
licans. 

Clark for President Fro Tem. 

Discussion of organization of the 

two branches of the Legislature, 
which began early in the campaign 
because of the legislative control 
involved, has increased materially 
since the election Tuesday. 
. Senator Albert M. Clark of Rich- 
mond, representing the Eighth Dis- 
trict, is the probable choice for 
president pro tem of the Senate. 
Clark was majority floor leader in 
the last session. ~ 

Dr. John G. Christy of Festus, 
State Representative from Jeffer- 
son County, who was Speaker of 
the House in thc 1935 session, is a 
candidate for re-election as Speak- 
er. Christy today said he had re- 
ceived more than 25 pledges since 
the election Tuesday.

Tighe (Dem.) in the First District 
in Tuesday’s election, a complete 
reorganization of the County Hos- 
pital appeared likely as soon as the 
new Court takes office Jan. 1.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5. — With 
only one governorship contest still 
undecided, Democratic candidates 
today had won in 26 states and were 
leading in one other. 

In Iowa, N. G. Kraschel won over 
George Wilson, Republican nomi- 
nee. Roy E. Ayers, another Demo- 
crat, led by a thin margin in Mon- 
tana. 

Republicans salvaged only three 
governorships, in Vermont, . New 
Hampshire and South Dakota. In 
North Dakota, William Langer, an 


independent candidate and Non-par- 
tisan League leader, defeated act- 
ing Gov. Walter Welford, Republic- 
an by a slim plurality. 

Gov. Philip LaFollette was de- 
cisively returned to office on the 
Progressive ticket in Wisconsin, and 
the Minnesota governorship went 
to Elmer Benson, a Farmer-Labor 
candidate. 

Democratic governors in at least 
37 states were assured at the be- 
ginning of the new year, since 11 
offices not involved in Tuesday’s 
election are already in Democratic 
hands. This is considered signifi- 
cant in case President Roosevelt 
proposes any amendment of the 
Constitution. ‘Such amendment 
would require ratification by 36 
states. 

Latest tabulations confirmed 
Democratic victories in Arkansas, 
Arizona, Colorado, Connecticut, Del- 
aware, Indiana, Tennessee, Florida, 
Illinois, Massachusetts, Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Michigan, New Mexico, 
Nebraska, New York, North 
Carolina, Texas, Georgia, Rhode Is- 
land, Idaho, Ohio; Washington, West 
Virginia and Utah. 

Seeking a third term in defiance 
of state tradition, Gov. Tom Berry, 
Democrat, was forced to admit his 
defeat by Leslie Jensen, Republican 
nominee in South Dakota. 

Teller Ammons won a neck-and- 
neck Colorado race from his Re- 
publican opponent, Charles M. Arm- 
strong. 

Gov. Alfred M. Landon’s former 
secretary, Will G. West, Repub- 
lican, lost the Kansas governorship 
to Walter Huxman, Democratic 
nominee.

Four Members to Be Ap- 
pointed for Terms Ex- 
piring in Rotation, to In- 
sure Continuity. 


Missouri voters, by adoption at 
Tuesday's election of an amendment 
to the State Constitution providing 
for a bi-partisan State Conservation 
Commission, prepared the way for 
taking the management of wild life 
resources out of politics and estab- 
lishing a continuous conservation 
program. 

With votes tabulated from more 
than two-thirds of the State’s 4357 
precincts, the amendment, which 
appeared on the ballot as proposi- 
tion No. 4, had a favorable vote of 
686,227 to 236,602, and only one coun- 
ty had given it a larger negative 
than affirmative vote. Returns in- 
dicated it had received the largest 
vote ever cast for an initiative pro- 
posal in the history of the State. 
The next step in development of 
the conservation program sought by 
the Restoration and Conservation 
Federation of Missouri, which di-

Kraschel’s 3000 Lead Seems Enough 
to Make Him Governor. 
By the Associated Press. 

DES MOINES, Ia., Nov. 5.—Nels 
G. Kraschel, Democratic candidate 
for Governor, apparently completed 
his party’s sweep in the presiden- 
tial and states races today by nos- 
ing out his Republican rival, 
George A. Wilson. With only 28 
scattered precincts of Iowa's 2442 
missing, Kraschel’s plurality was 
3226. This lead appeared sufficient 
to assure him a safe margin when 
tabulations were tompleted. 

The Democratic candidates, Gov. 
Clyde L. Herring and Guy Gillette, 
were safely out in front in their 
bids for the two United States Sen- 
ate seats. Herring had a lead of 
35,516 votes over his Republican op- 
ponent, Senator L. J. Dickinson, 
with 2338 precincts reported, and 
Gillette led the Republican nomi- 
nee, Berry F. Halden of Chariton, 
by 54,152 votes. 

President Roosevelt's lead contin- 
ued to mount as the count neared 
completion. In 2328 precincts the 
President polled 579,096 votes to 
457,699 for Landon.

To Serve Without Pay. 

It is required that commission- 
ers shall have knowledge of and in- 
terest in wild life conservation and 
that they shall serve without pay, 
receiving only necessary expenses 
in connection with their duties. The 
commission is authorized to acquire 
property and exercise the right of 
eminent domain in the same man- 
ner as the State Highway Commis- 
sion. 
Following the system adopted sev- 
eral years ago in Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee, New York and other 
states, the commission will appoint 
a director of conservation. The di- 
rector will appoint assistants and 
employes with the approval of the 
commission. 

Many of the political considera- 
tions that have served to operate 


servation program, were eliminated 
by adoption of the amendment mak- 
ing the commission largely inde- 
pendent of the legislative and ex- 
ecutive branches of government. 
The office of game and fish com- 
missioner has carried with it con- 
siderable patronage and the uncer- 
tainty of legislative action and ten- 
ure of office prevented any certain 
program. 

The State Game and Fish Depart- 
ment now has about 100 regular 
employes, all Democrats, and nu- 
merous special and part-time work- 
ers.

Supported by License Fees. 

The restoration and conservation 
program will be self-supporting, 
funds being provided from sale of 
hunting and fishing licenses for. es- 
tablishment and operation of fish 
hatcheries and sanctuaries, refuges 
and reservations for birds and ani- 
mals. 

‘The amendment provides that the 
proceeds from license sales may be 
used only by the commission. Pre- 
viously 25 per cent, or about $300,- 
000 a year, had been used for State 
parks, and opponents of the amend- 
ment suggested that this amount 
would have to be taken from gen- 
eral revenue if the amendment 
were adopted. It was pointed out, 
however, that 90 per cent of park 
lands are used for game and fish 
propagation and that 60 per cent 
of State park expenses are charge- 
able directly to game propagation.

EIGHT MISSOURI

Eight Missouri counties voted Tues- 
day for a closed quail season, while 
Franklin County. voted to reopen 
the season closed by a referendum 
two years ago. 

In Dallas County, 
sportsmen. obtained an injunction 
to prevent closing and in Stone 
County sportsmen planned to apply 
for an injunction after the official 
count tomorrow. 

The other counties voting for a 
closed season are Washington, Davi- 
ess, Caldwell, Mercer, Christian 
and Hickory. 

The vote in Franklin County was 
6589 in favor of a closed season and 
7115 against. Daviess County voted 
4528 for and 1607 against and Mer- 
cer voted 1473 to 363 in favor. The 
Washington County vote, complete 
except for two precincts, was 2015 
to 1485 in favor. The exact vote in 
the other counties was unavailable 
but the prosousition carried in most 
of them by wide margins. 

Six other counties which voted 
for a closed season two years ago 
and will be open this season are 
Harrison, Scotland, Lafayette, De 
Kalb, Moniteau and St. Clair. 

None of the counties will open 
their season before quail hunting 
is legalized Nov. 10. The _ dates 
vary in the different counties. 

Petitions for a referendum were 
circulated in Polk, Webster and 
Sullivan Counties, but did not get 
on Tuesday’s ballot.

MAN WHO SPARRED WITH 
JOHN L. SULLIVAN DEAD 


By the Associated Press. 

“NEW YORK, Nov. 5. — Edward 
Short, who as Eddie Connors 
sparred with John L. Sullivan, king 
of the heavyweights, in the bare- 
knuckle days of fighting, is dead at 
85. 

He succumbed in a Brooklyn 
Hospital last night after a short 
iliness. Funeral services: and in- 
terment will be held Saturday. 

Short, born on the lower East 
Side in 1850, liked to tell during 
his advanced years of the early 
days of the’ theater and prize ring 
in Manhattan — of P. T. Barnum, 


Steve Brodie, Sarah Bernhardt, 
Jake Kilrain, Lillian Russell and 
many more. 

He claimed to have been a close 
friend of the celebrated Steve Bro- 
die, whose disputed leap from 
Brooklyn Bridge was his bid for 
fame. Short always insisted Brodie 
never jumped. 

When Sullivan made his exhibi- 
tion tour of Europe, Short’s friends 
said he told them, he went along.

Where Germany is_ farthest 
ahead of other countries in sport 
and physical training—leaving out 
of consideration the athletics of the 
Storm Troops and National Social- 
ist formations for boys and girls— 
is in the training of adult instruc- 
tors and administrators, This is 
carried out in the universities and, 
in the training’s highest form, at 
the Reich Academy for Physical 


Education (Reichsakademie fur 
Leibesubungen), a sort of post- 
graduate residential college (or 


rather colleges, for there is a wom- 
en’s hostel) for the cream of the 
country’s sports teachers. 

The games master of the German 
secondary school of the future will 
be a highly trained specialist, not 
simply an academic man who plays 


a good came of hockey, association 
football or rugby. His training is 
received at the university, where 
sport is in any case obligatory 
upon all, men or women. The in- 
tending games master’s courses will 
be more extensive and specialized 
than those of the ordinary under- 
graduate. . 

Every university has an institute 
for physical education, with indoor 
and outdoor facilities for sports. 
This institute has two main func- 
tions: the training of the future 
games masters and the less special- 
ized training of the undergraduates 
in sport, in which all must attain 
a certified standard before taking 
a degree. 

Aerial Gliding in Course. 

The examination for the profes- 
sion of secondary school master 
in Germany is called the Studien- 
assessor. Candidates intending to 
be games masters must take two 
of a series of alternative branches 
of study, according to whether they 
wish to teach science, modern lan- 
guages, history, and literature, etc., 
in addition to physical education. 
The courses take four years. There 
follow two years of practical teach- 
ing (referendarzeit), after which 
the teacher is fully qualified. 

The games master’s compulsory 
courses in the physical education 
faculty include aerial gliding or 
motoriess flying, ‘without  profi- 
ciency in which he cannot take his 
degree, Compulsory sport for or- 
dinary undergraduates consists of 
four hours’ weekly training over 
three sessions of six months each. 

In the first term the undergrad- 


uate has to undertake gymnastics, 
boxing, and cross-country ‘running; 
in the second running, jumping, 
putting the shot, and small-bore ri- 
fle shooting; in the third swimming 
and football. Aerial gliding is a 
volufttary subject for ordinary stu- 
dents. For women undergraduates 
the courses are in principle similar, 
but suitably modified. 


Reborn With Nazis. 


The Reich Academy for Physical 
Education, standing at the pinnacle 
of Germany’s state training and ad- 
ministrative organs, is not a brand- 
new product of the last three years, 
any more than the university insti- 
tutes for physical education, which 
go back more than 10 years. But 
they may be said to have been re- 
born under the National Socialist 
State, and the premises of the acad- 
emy, which are unrivaled in the 
whole world, are not much more 
than a year old and might never 
have been built except for the Nazi 
Government and the holding of the 
Olympic games this year in Berlin, 
The academy has, in fact, for all 
practical purposes, inherited the 
Reich Sport Field. The academy 
occupies the Friesian House .(Frie- 
senhaus) adjoining the House of 
German Sport, the headquarters of 
the Reich sport leader, Herr von 
Tschammer und Osten, at the Reich 
Sport Field. 

Ten of the Olympic games sports 
grounds are at the disposal of the 
academy; it has seven gymnasia, 
numerous tennis courts and indoor 
and outdoor swimming baths. The 
Grunewald Forest adjoins;for cross- 
country running; the boat club is 
on the Stoessen Lake near by, and 
there are even facilities for skiing 
and ski jumping in the winter when- 
ever there is sufficient snow. The 
Friesian House, with its austere 
lines in red brick, its handsome and 


generous whité stone portico, its 
bell tower with Glockenspiel, its 
extensive grounds and fine ap- 


proaches, is really beautiful. With- 
in its walls are a library, lecture 
halls, studies, the full equipment of 
a modern college being supplement- 
ed by a clinic with the latest equip- 
ment for ultra-violet ray treatment, 
massage, and the like. 


To Work After Olympics... 

Some 650 students can be accom- 
modated within the Friesian House. 
The courses last ordinarily a year. 
No diplomas or certificates are giv- 
en, the bulk of the students being 
graduates, the others non-academic 
sports instructors in clubs or sports 
associations. The academy got to 
work seriously only after the con- 
clusion of the Olympic Games, 
which freed the buildings and

- The departments of the academy 
are the political and pe the 
medical (whose task is to watch the 
students’ health and to analyse and

It will be seen from the formid- 
ably earnest nature of the subject- 
matter that sport is taken with a 
deadly seriousness.

Lopsided Election ae 
Shatter Straw Vote Myth 


|None of Polls, Analyzed in Face of Outcome, 
Showed Any Evidence 
of Validity.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The 
shattering of the “straw vote” myth 
was one of the most widely dis- 
cussed results of Tuesday’s election. 

Editor Funk in New York was 
“simply astounded” by the complete 
contradiction of his Literary Di- 
gest’s 1936 nation-wide poll, unable 
to understand why it had failed aft- 
er having pointed to the winner in 
three earlier presidential elections. 

He could not explain it. “That 
will take time,” he said, “and a lot 
of pencils and paper and figuring.” 

Other polls and “surveys,” big and 
little, likewise turned out to be 
“bad guesses.” Although some 
agreed in general with the almost 
unanimous opinion of expert politi- 
cal observers that President .Roose- 
velt would be re-elected, they came 
far from hitting the mark in di- 
vision of the vote nationally and by 
states despite many involved cal- 
culations in ratios and percentages. 
In short, none of them, analyzed in 
the face of the returns, showed any 
evidence of validity. 

Small-Scale Sampling Unreliable. 

One thing seemingly was more 
certain—that “sampling” of the 
electorate on a scale that records 
the voting intentions of any part 
less than a majority may mot be 
relied on to foretell the result of 
the election-day balloting. 

The Digest poll was the most ex- 
tensive, undertaking to blanket a 
cross section of the voting popula- 
tion by distributing by mail 10,000,- 
000 post card ballots. The marked 
ballots returned and _ tabulated, 
2,376,523, were only about 5 per cent 
of the total popular vote. The re- 
sults on election day were startling- 
ly out of line with the predictions 
based on this comparatively small 
sample of the voters; whereas the 
poll showed the major party vote 
dividing 57 to 43 in favor of Gov. 
Landon, the actual balloting was 
quite the reverse, and more, run- 
ning about 61 to 39 for~Pfesident 
Roosevelt. 

On the basis of its straw vote 
the Digest predicted the enormous 
electoral vote of 370 from 32 states 
for Goy. Landon; and for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt only 161 electoral 
votes from 16 states, a prediction 
that can in no way be reconcil 
with the election outcome of 523 
electoral votes for Roosevelt and 
eight for Landon.

ADDIS ABABA, Nov. 5. — Four 
hundred former soldiers and their 
families will establish an agricul- 
tural colony in the Oletta region.

He said Great Britain alone had 
lent Germany since the World War 
an amount almost equivalent to 
that which the United Kingdom re- 
ceived in reparations. 

“Mutual” Mediterranean Policy. 

Touching on Premier Mussolini's 
recent: speech in which the Italian 
dictator declared the Mediterranean 
was vital to Italy, Britain’s Foreign 
Secretary told the members: 

“We have no desire to threaten 
or to attack any Italian interest in 
the Mediterranean.”

I asked them what 
would happen to the, present landlords 
and to older property. Furthermore, in 
mass production it is essential to have a 
constant demand. 

Of course, the FHA people said they 
were trying to establish a market which 
had not been touched. However, we have 
already had considerable mass production 
in the building industry by several com- 
panies, especially for the lowest price 
market. None of these companies was 
able to get the price down to the point 
where the FHA states the market exists.

WHICH WAY? 
We are still too close to the great Rooseyelt sweep 
to"speak of it in any dogmatic spirit. 
The fact is clear—Mr. Roosevelt has achieved one 
of the greatest triumphs in our political history—but 
the inference to be drawn is clouded in doubt. 
Will his amazing victory be seen, in the perspec- 
tive of history, as the beginning of a revolutionary 
political realignment in the United States, or will it 
be seen merely as a remarkable episode in the tradi- 
tional battling between the two old-line parties? 
The answer is on the lap of the gods—and on Mr. 
Roosevelt's. 
Lest too hasty a conclusion be drawn as to the 
utionary character of the victory, let it be recalled 
t after the election of 1928, in which Herbert Hoo- 
ver broke the Solid South and carried al! but eight 
of the states, numerous prophets pronounced the doom 
of the Democratic party. Never again, it was said, 
could the South be counted upon to vote as a unit. 
Mr. Hoover, it was said, was safely in the presi- 
dency for eight years, and in the meantime the Demo- 
cratic party would wither and die. The Democratic 
party, anyway, was an impossible combination of the 
agrarian Solid South and of unscrupulous machines, 
like Tammany, in the Northern industrial centers. 
Since the party, routed and disorganized by the Hoo- 
ver landslide, was on the way to oblivion, a realign- 
ment of political forces was inevitable. So said the 
prophets. 
What happened? In the 1930 congressional cam- 
paign, the Democratic party (financed in part, inci- 
dentally, with du Pont and Raskob money) came back 
with smashing victories, and in 1932 its candidate 
for the presidency, Franklin D. Roosevelt, won 42 
states and gained a popular plurality of more than 
7,000,000 votes over Herbert Hoover. 
What the Democratic party has just achieved—or 
what has been achieved in the name of the party— 
need not be recounted. 
We cite the record only as a warning against too 
facile prophecy, not as a refutation of the theory that 
a new party line-up is in prospect. For conditions 
today are immeasurably different from those of 
1928, and the victory of Mr. Roosevelt was due to the 
play of forces that had not appeared in that year. 
There is far greater ground now for believing in the 
imminence of a realignment than there was in 1928. 
One has only to look at the variegated character of 
the support back of Mr, Roosevelt to be aware of the 
possibilities. 
It was not, as we have pointed. out, the Democratic 
party that won the election, but the New Deal party. 
The cement that held it together was the enormous 
personal popularity and prestige of Mr. Roosevelt and 
his skill in.evading issues on which a definite com- 
mitment. must have caused a break-up. The time 
will come when Mr. Roosevelt can no longer satisfy 
the divergent views, let us say, of John L. Lewis and 
Sidney Hillman on the one hand and the believers in 
traditional Democratic doctrines—such men as Sena- 
tors Bennett Clark, Pat Harrison and Joseph T. Rob- 
inson—on the other. Soon or late, unless Mr. Roose- 
velt can find a formula not now imaginable, a part of 
his support will be alienated. Powerful pressures will 
seek to force him along the road of further experi- 
mentation, further centralization of power; other 
pressures will seek to hold him to consoldation of 
the gains he has made. . 

What will be the outcome no one can tell.’ It may 
well be the complete capture of the Democratic party 
by those who. haye ascribed their support of the Pres- 
ident to a desire to forward the cause of a Farmer- 
Labor movement. That would bring about, of neces- 
sity, a grouping of voters on new lines—perhaps into 
one party frankly committed to radical change and 
another party frankly conservative, or at least meas- 
urably to the right of the other. 

What will happen will depend in large measure 
on the course taken by the President. He has re- 
ceived the broadest kind of mandate by a tremendous 
majority. So general have been his pledges—unlike 
the specific pledges of 1932—that he can go almost 
any way without opening himself to the charge of 
platform violation. 

Which way will Mr. Roosevelt go? It is a decision 
of tremendous moment that will confront him in the 
months to come. 
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THE FIRST FORECAST. 

Hopes were high that starry June night at Cleveland 
when the nomination was made on the first ballot, 
but there was only one voice to speak with absolute 
certainty. That was the voice of the veteran po- 
litical writer, Sam Blythe, who said without qualifi- 
cation: “Landon will be elected.” Later, at Phila- 
delphia, he repeated the prediction verbatim. Some- 
what inaccurate, as events have proved, but as 
prophecy it was colossal. 

THE CIRCUIT JUDGESHIPS. 

The St. Louis Bar Association's non-partisan judi- 
cial slate made little more than a dent in' the results 
on the six circuit judgeships. The high candidate, 
William B. Flynn, Was the only one of the six ap- 
proved by the bar poll, and he won not because of 
the support of‘the bar, -but because he was a Demo- 
crat. All the other candidates indorsed by the Bar 
Association—five Republicans—were swamped in the 
‘Democratic landslide. The highest Republican, also 
indorsed in the bar poll, ran some 75,000 votes behind 
the lowest Democrat. ~ :

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. A VICTORY FOR THREE PROPOSITIONS. 

It is highly pleasing to note that Proposition No. 4, 
for creation of a non-partisan conservation commis- 
sion, won by a smashing majority. Under it, the busi- 
ness of conserving and restoring the State’s wildlife 
will be divorced from politics and placed in charge 
of men who make a profession of it. Missouri is now 
following thé lead of Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan and other.states which have demonstrated beyond 
cavil that the diminishing wildlife population can be 
brought back by the use of scientific methods. 

Sydney Stephens, Roland Hoerr and other leading 
sportsmen who gave so whole-heartedly of their time 
and money to put over Proposition No. 4 have every 
right to be happy over the result. It is rare that so 
important a step is accomplished by a group of 
private citizens, and the result can only be explained 
in this case by the whole-souled ardor they brought 
to the task. We feel sure that the new commission 
will consist of men of the highest type, and that the 
director they choose will be the best that can be 
found in the country. 

The propositions authorizing teachers’ and fire- 
men’s pensions also passed by large majorities, but 
apparently the proposal to increase the pay of legis- 
lators failed. We think, in view of the atrocious 
record made by regent Legislatures, that the adverse 
vote is readily explainable. Yet we believe the voters 
erred in dooming future sessions to the old-time pay 
of $5 a day for the first 70 days of the session and 
only $1 & day thereafter, It was this inadequate pay 
that gave rise to the clerk scandal and it also opens 
mémbers to temptations that would not be present, in 
many cases, if legislators were paid a salary that 
would support them in Jefferson City. 
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WHY, MR. FARLEY! 
Mr. Farley has been held up as one of the greatest 
political prophets of all time, yet on Oct. 14 he made 
the following statement: ; :

Long-distance broadcasts spread national cultures, but at same time expose each country 
to propaganda of others, Columbia U. dean says; with 12,000,000 short-wave 
receivers in use in U. S., it is time to appraise this new device for swaying public 
opinion, he adds; warns that it has submerged free search for knowledge abroad,

HE earth has a new circumference. 

Around and around the world there are 

continuous radio waves, penetrating 
practically every habitable area, reaching the 
minds, affecting the lives and habits of the 
péople of practically every country. The 
expansion of short-wave broadcasting pro- 
vides a common denominator of the edu- 
cated and the Hliterate. 

For the first time in history, it is possible 
for hundreds of millions of men, women and 
children who cannot read or write to share 
first-hand information and some knowledge 
of international affairs and music, which 
heretofore have been the restricted heritage 
of educated people. Today the political, eco- 
nomic and social destiny of the world is being 
profoundly influenced by the invisible, in- 


tangible and unrecorded radio programs from 


short-wave or distance broadcasting stations 
in 70 countries. 


In China, the Philippines, Malaya, Japan, . 


Sunitra, Siam, French Indo-China and Si- 
beria, radio wave routes spread across 
islands and the continent like interlocking 
fans. From Nanking, the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment broadcasts to troopa in the field and 
to the people. For the first time in the 
history of China, there is a timely continuity 
of current information. .In addition to daily 
broadcasts to the people of Japan, Japanese 
stations send programs in English three 
times daily across the Pacific to Hawaii and 
the United States. . 3 

From Italy, there are daily broadcasts by 
short wave to the peoples of all neighboring 
countries in their respective languages. The 
radio-wave routes reach Spain, France and 
North Africa, the Balkans, Turkey, Arabia, 
Egypt, Ethiopia. There are daily talks on 
Fascist achievements. 

From Germany, there are three powerful 
short-wave broadcasting stations sending 
programs daily direct to South and East 
Asia and to the Western Hemisphere in the 
various languages of the people within their 
range. 

From Spain, regularly in normal 
there are rams designed especially for 
the Repaidhasanbing peoples of South and 
Central America, for Europe, the Canary 
Islands and Spanish colonies in Africa. 


Moscow, radio routes spread te all 


of Burope, Asia and parts of North America.

To this compressed outline of international 
radio broadcasting could be added consider- 
able available material on the political and 
economic strategy of foreign governments;

ing to the freedom of the press in the British 
Commonweaith, the independent democracies 
of Europe and of America. 

Even if we had a néw radio map of the 
world, it would symbolize only a beginning 
in what should be a thorough fact-finding 
study in the form of forward-looking re- 
search. Such a study would reveal history- 
making source material which the scholars 
of tomorrow will not find in libraries, foreign 
office archives or in the press. 

Fact-finding studies will disclose that the 
news policies of foreign short-wave stations 
vary according to the political policy of the 
governments toward individual nations. It 
is evident already that certain foreign gov- 
ernments are striving to build up interest 
and confidence abroad, particularly in the 
United States, so that, in an international 
emergency, these governments can attempt 
to circumvent or undermine public confi- 


dence in the integrity of American news.

majority of people share the scholar’s sense 
of values.

was never possible. All that it-ever 
had a chance of doing was to recon- 
stitute itself as a minority party 
capable of offering an effective op- 
position, To do that, it had to have 
a coherent and intelligent body 
of principles. For while dominant 
parties live by their success, an op- 
position must live by ideas. 

The Republicans had an idea of 
the most fundamental sort. Though 
they could not have been -elected 
on it this year, the idea would have 
served admirably to reorganize the 
party and to attract men who 
would eventually have become its 
leaders. That idea was the main- 
tenance of a free, competitive capi- 
talism under a decen gOv- 
ernment of limited powers. But 
this idea required the abandonment 
of certain Republican traditions and 
the recognition that in a changed 
world some of the orthodoxies must 
change, too.

They lost at once the interest 
and active co-operation of the men, 
small in number to be sure, who 
really understand what a system 
of free enterprise requires if it is 
to be maintained. The. collaboration 
of these men, who represent a vi- 
tal part of the Democratic party, 
was indispensable if an opposition 
to the collectivism of the New Deal 
was to be constituted. To put it 
plainly: They cared more for Al 
Smith as a supposed vote-getter 
than for the convictions of a New- 
ton D. Baker or a Lewis W. Doug- 
las. After that, the opposition dis- 
integrated. For it lacked the only 
thing which could have held it to- 
gether—principles entertained with 
conviction. 

From that point onward, the Re- 
publican managers showed how 
desperate they were by the manner 
in which they began to scratch for 
votes. The bank scare, the insur- 
ance scare, the Red scare, the so- 
cial security scare—these were the 
devices of politicians trying to win 
by stampeding the ignorant. All 
they accomplished by these stunts 
was to disgust the enlightened and 
to display the incoherence and de- 
moralization of-the party.

HARBIN LOSES GAYETY 
UNDER JAPANESE RULE 


Once Carefree and Reckless 
Crossroads of Orient— 
Closed to Foreigners, 


By the Associated Press. 

HARBIN, Manchoukuo, Nov. 5.— 
—After spending a week here once, 
the late Will Rogers declared that 
this Manchurian town, situated at 
the crossroads of the world, was 
one of the wildest, gayest and most 
reckless cities in the world. 

If he could return to the scene 
of life today and catch a glimpse of 
Harbin under Japanese influence, 
he would hardly recognize it as the 
same town. 

Since Japan entered Manchuria, 
Harbin has become almost a city 
of sighs and tears. Gone are its 
gayety, its girls, its carefree, jovial 
spirit. 

The famous “open door” policy 
initiated by John Hay applied espe- 
cially, to Harbin, which, under its 
former Chinese administration, kept 
its door open and its heart warm 
to receive visitors of all nations, 

Populated by Russians. 

Populated in the old days by 
generous, joy-loving Russians and 
smiling Chinese, Harbin was re- 
garded as a sort of international 
meeting place, where all the world’s 
races could banish their cares, re- 
fresh themselves, gamble, drink, 
dine, or flirt with attractive Russian 
women. 

Today, all this is changed, Many 
of the 30,000-odd Russians who still 
remain here say they have a 
wretched existence. Their only 
other choice is to return to Soviet 
Russia, where they think their lot 
might be worse. 

With the sale of the Chinese East- 
ern Railway by Soviet Russia to 
Japan, the chief source of revenue 
to Harbin ceased. The railroad em- 
ployed nearly 25,000 Russians in 
Harbin. They furnished most of 
the city’s trade, and much of its 
prosperity. Most of them, almost 
all thesé Russians, unable to make 
a living under the Japanese, have 
returned to Russia.

In their places are Japanese retail 
stores, cafes, barber shops. 

The 30,000 Russians who remain 
are too impoverished to support 
even themselves. With Manchuria‘s 
former “open door” closed, foreign- 
ers no longer come here. The Japa- 
nese themselves are bent on mak- 
ing Manchoukuo a political and 
economic success and spend little 
time ,on dancing and drinking. 

Especially hard hit are the thou- 


sands of Russian girls, who once 


made this city noted for its femi- 
nine beauty. Harbin formerly was 
a clearing house for women and 


Russia into China. Among them 
were Princesses, Countesses, Baron- 
esses and other members of the 
old Russian nobility and aristoc- 
racy, seeking to make new lives for 
themselves. 

Left without employment by the 
abandoned cabarets, restaurants and 
dance halls, these women have scat- 
tered to other parts of the Orient, 
particularly to Shanghai, Tsingtao 
and Chefoo, where they pursue a 
precarious existence entertaining 
the officers and sailors of Asiatic 
fleets: The more fortunate ones 
have married sailors. But many 
have wound up on the streets. With- 
out a country, without home, with- 
out money; no country wants to re-

LONDON, Nov. 5.—A bill to per- 
mit doctors to kill incurable .pa- 
tients was introduced in Parliament 
yesterday. 

It was presented by Lord Ponson- 
by, following a year’s campaign 
by many medical and church lead- 
érs for. euthanasia, their term for 
“easy death,” It would enable phy- 
sicilans and surgeons legally to put 
to death patients suffering great 
pain from conditions diagnosed as 
hopeless,

refused to discuss it except to say 
it provided for the death of pa- 
tients “at their own request” and 
“with proper safeguards.” 

He introduced the bill early so 
it would be discussed while the

The measure is backed by the 
Voluntary Euthanasia Legalization 
Society, which includes many phy- 
sicians. Lord Moynihati, who died 
last Sept. 8, had planned to intro- 
duce the bill himself as president 
of the society. 

Opposition has been voiced by 
leaders of the Catholic Church. 

Reaction was more sharply di- 
vided over the London Daily Mail's 
account, Nov. 7, 1935, of a phy- 
sician’s “confession” of five mercy 
deaths.

Kentucky Burnt Sugar Cake. 

One and one-half cups sugar. 

Three-fourths cup butter. 

Two eggs, separated. 

One cup sweet milk. 

Two and one-half cups flour. 

One teaspoon baking powder. 

One scant teaspoon soda. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Caramalize one-half cup of the 
sugar to dark brown, add _ three- 
fourths cup of water, boil until it 
forms a syrup; let cool. Cream 
shortening with balance of sugar; 
add egg yolks; beat, add milk. Sift 
flour, soda, baking powder; add to 
above, Stir in the sugar syrup; 
lastly fold in the egg whites, beaten 
lightly. Add vanilla. Mix ~ into 
smooth batter. Pour into greased, 
paper-lined layer pans. Bake 35 
minutes in moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.). 

Eggnog Filling. 

Six egg yolks. 

Six tablespoons butter. 

One and one-half cups sugar. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One-fourth cup citron, shredded. 

One-half cup raisins. 

One-fourth cup brandy, sherry or 
extracts may be used. 

Combine first four ingredients, 
cook in a double boiler until very 
thick. Stir frequently to avoid stick- 
ing. Soak fruits in brandy until 
saturated, approximately one hour. 
Remove batter from fire, beat until 
cool. Fold in fruits. Spread be- 
tween layers. Cover cake with 
Ideal Frosting.

Temperature Important in. Ob- 
taining Tenderness and 
Flavor. 


Perhaps no subject of cookery 
has had more discussion in recent 
i\months than the proper tempera- 
ture in meat cookery. Much re- 
search has gone forward and this 
research is responsible for a re- 
versal of certain ideas which have 
been held so long that they still 
govern to a large extent the prepa- 
ration of meat. 

Roasting and broiling were called 
“quick methods of meat cookery” 
in the old days because they were 
carried on at a high degree of heat. 
Some cooks still roast and broil 
‘meat this way. Some of the old 
cook books have it that “the length 
of time for roasting should be cal- 
culated according to the weight of 
the cut of beef, allowing 15 minutes 
for every further pound, so that a 
10-pound roast will require 60 min- 
utes, a roast of 12 pounds will re- 
quire 70 minutes, etc.” The temper- 
ature recommendation was “roast 
in a hot oven.” 

An hour for roasting a 10-pound 
piece of meat could, reasonably 
enough, be called a quick method 
but it is quite out of line with the 
newer knowledge of meat cookery. 
A beef roast of that size, according 


_|to modern meat cookery time ta-. 


bles, would require three hours in 


‘| the oven to be cooked to the rare 
|| stage and about five hours to reach

In experiments 


a marked tendering effect on chuck 
roasts. Less tender cuts may be 
roasted or broiled at a low tem- 
perature to achieve tenderness. 
The second factor in the palatab- 
ility of cooked meats is juiciness. 
How to prepare meat in order to 
obtain a juicy as well as a tender 
product becomes one of the objec- 
tives in meat cockery. Temperature 
influences the juiciness both from 


jthe standpoint of degree of heat 


applied and length of time applied. 
Effect of Temperature. 

Experiments have shown that to- 
tal cooking losses in roasts increase 
in proportion to the rise in oven 
temperature. Roasts cooked at 
about 250 degrees are known to lose 
13 percent of the total while those 
cooked at about 350 degrees lost 22 
per cent. Losses in shrinkage are 
higher where increased oyen tem- 
peratures are used. Higher tem- 
peratures also mean increased 
evaporation which means “drying 
out and less juiciness. 

When the recommendation is 
made that a low temperature in 
roasting is most desirable, the ques- 
tion of the drippings for making 
gravy usually arises. While higher 
temperatures provide. more drip- 
pings it means that the meat will 
be drier. After all, it is always 
possible to brown flour and drip- 
pings for a good gravy. 

The degree of doneness of a piece 
of meat increases with the length 
of time heat is applied. A well- 
done roast of beef requires a longer 
time in the oven than the yare or 
medium-done one. Studies on juici- 
ness of cooked meat reveal that in- 
creased doneness decreases juici- 
ness. Juiciness and flavor are 
closely related and it has been 


that the flavor is affected unfavor- 
ably by cooking at too high a tem- 
perature or for too long a time. 
When a roast is removed from 
the oven unless it is cut and served 
immediately the meat will continue 
to cook, that is, the temperature 
at the center will continue to rise. 
The cooking process may go on for 
thirty to forty-five minutes with a 
rise of as much as 15 to 20 
degrees. The amount of cooking 
that takes place depends upon the 
degree of doneness of meat and the 
oven temperature. In order to have 
the same degree of doneness in 
roasts they must be taken from the 
oven at lower internal temperatures 
as the oven temperature is in- 
creased. The greater the degree of 
doneness, the less the rise in tem- 
perature after removal from the

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HAM IN LUNCHEON 
OR DINNER DISH 


Add a Few Trimmings and It 
Becomes a Food Fit 
for Any Guest. 


If you've kept ham and eggs on 
your food list purely as a break- 
fast dish you've missed some mar- 


velous bets. That grand favorite 
has its evening clothes to wear, as 
well as its morning attire, and may 
look and/taste just as good at 7:00 
o’clock as in the crisp early hours. 

You can buy ham in any num- 
ber of ways; the regular smoked 
ham ready to slice and grill or fry 
or already cooked ham which looks 
just like regular smoked ham. 
There are boneless cooked hams 
which you may purchase sliced in 
thin or thick slices; canned bone- 
less hams, and even a canned ham 
loaf in sizes for families of two or 
three, 

Two other cuts of pork which you 
should keep in mind are “daisies” 
or boned shoulder butts, which have 
been cured exactly like hams—but 
are much smaller cuts, and more 
economical to buy. They may be 
treated just like ham, sliced and 
fried or baked whole. 

Serve Ham for Lunch. 

Now for ways to serve this fa- 
vorite “Ham and ... .” combi- 
nation. For breakfast it should 
be an easily prepared dish like 
eggs fried in the ham fat left from 
frying thin slices, or a poached 
egg served on toast, spread liber- 
ally with deville” ham spread. 

For lunch make it creamed. hard- 
cooked eggs served on toast with 
thin frizzled slices of smoked or 
cooked ham, or a hot ham short- 
cake or those favorite scrambled 
eggs and ham sandwiches. 

Dinner combinations of ham and 
eggs should be dressed up a bit 
more. A ham loaf or slice of ham 
baked in the casserole are both de- 
licious and attractive served with 
stuffed hard cooked eggs or an 
egg sauce. Escalloped ham and 
eggs are a delicious combination, 
and a fluffy ham souffle or ham and 
cheese omelet are simply top-notch, 
especially when a bit of pimiento 
or green pepper are included for 
extra flavor. 

Ham and Egg Luncheon. 

Twelve thin slices cooked bone- 
dess ham. 

Six hard-cooked eggs. 

Six slices toast. 

One can green asparagus tips. 

Two cups white sauce. 

Prepare sauce by melting one- 
fourth cup melted butter or ham 
fat, adding one-fourth cup flour 
and stirring in two cups milk. When 
thickened and smooth season to 
taste with salt and pepper. Let 
eggs simmer in water to cover for 
20 minutes. Peel and cut in quar- 
ters and add to sauce. Let wafer 
thin slices of cooked boneless ham 
fry slowly until curled and hot.

Four hard-cooked eggs. 

One-fourth teaspoon dry mustard. 

One teaspoon soft butter.

Big Vote Against Measure 
_ Calling for Non-Compulsory 
Military Training in. Colleges, 


PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 5.—Ore- 
gon voters rejected Tuesday the 
measure calling for non-compulsory 
military training in the State col- 
leges and universities. 


Although complete returns from 
the State’s 1625 precincts were not 
available, the official count at the 
three-quarter mark stood 88,509 for 
the bill and 148,075 against. 


A controversy over the measure |. 


involving schools, churches, social 
and peace organizations and war 
veteran groups, went on for weeks 
before election day. 

Vote in College ._ Towns. 

The measure failed to carry in 
any coutity. In Benton County, | 
where Oregon State College is, the 
majority against was 4 to 1, and in 
Lane County, home of the ‘Univer- 
sity of Oregon, a 3 to 2 ratio against 
the proposal prevailed. 

Multnomah County, of which 
Portland is the seat, turned the 
bill down with a heavy vote. The 
count was running better than 3 
to 2 with the margin against in- 
c steadily. 

It was in Portland that most of 
the campaign for and against the 
measure was waged, Headed by 
the American Legion, with other 
veterans’ groups also active, the 
opponents maintained that military 
training in the schools was a safe- 
guard against any possible attack 
by an aggressor nation and that a 

, citizen soldiery was a sure bulwark 
“against war and militarism. 

In the pre-election campaign the 
veterans made radio addresses, fur- 
nished material and statements for 
newspaper articles and even held 
public debates with advocates of 
the measure. 

Proponents of Bill. 

Proponents of the bill were headed 
by the Grange, the Federation of 
Labor and many churches and 
peace organizations. They said, in 
arguing for the proposal, that com- 
pulsory military was inimical to 
American ideals and asserted it in- 
culcated militarism into college stu- 
dents. 

Of six initiative measures on the 
Oregon. ballot, all of which were 
decisively beaten, the military train- 
ing bill received the most “yes” 
votes. 

Those who indorsed the measure 
maintain that the general “no” 
trend carried it down with the 
other issues and were making plans, 
by means of the initiative petition, 
to place it on the ballot again. 

The measure read: “No stu- 
dent in attendance at any of the 
State institutions of higher educa- 
tion in the State of Oregon shall 
be compelled or required to take or 
attend any course or courses of 
military science and or tactics, or 
to attend any military drill as a 
necessary requirement to obtain 
any degree or degrees or to be grad- 
uated from any of said institutions.” 


BONDHOLDERS’ BID APPROVED 
FOR SKOURAS ENTERPRISES 


Figure of $342,000 Submitted for 
Assets; Chain of Movie 
Theaters Involved. 


A bid of $342,000 for the assets 
of the bankrupt Skouras Bros. En- 
terprises, Inc., former movie hold- 


ing concern, which had been sub- 
mitted by the Central Properties 
Bondholders’ Committee, was ap- 
proved yesterday by Referee in 
Bankruptcy John A. Hope. 


The bondholders’ committee had 
been the successful bidder at the 
public sale of the assets Oct. 22, 
but increased its bid $25,000 later 
to meet a bid of $342,000 offered 
by Arthur Greene of Chicago. An 
attorney for Greene had objected 
to the confirmation of the public 
sale on the grounds Greene had 
been unable to bid on the property 
because the trustee of the Skouras 
firm had withheld information con- 
cerning the value of the assets. 


The principal asset involved is 
controlling interest in the St. Louis 
Amusement Co., a former Skouras 
subsidiary, which operates a chain 
of 22 neighborhood motion picture 
theaters in St. Louis. Greene, who 
is associated with a company op- 
erating a chain of theaters in Chi- 
cago an” Wisconsin, was said to 
be interested in obtaining the St. 
Louis houses personally.

HULL SAYS “NelarBOR 
POLICY WILL CONTINUE 


Indicates Extension of Neu- 
trality and Reciprocal Trade 
Laws Will Be Sought. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Secre- 
tary of State Hull said yesterday 
the Roosevelt administration would 
continue its “good neighbor” pol- 
icy, the principal objectives of 
which he said were the promotion 


of permanent peace and the preser- 
vation of strict neutrality in war- 
time. 
These aims are the cornerstone 
of American foreign policy, he said, 
and the administration’s reciprocal 
trade program, by stimulating in- 
ternational commerce, has proved 
to be “an increasingly secure foun- 
dation for world peace.” 
Hull's reference to neutrality and 
reciprocal trade was interpreted by 
observers as indirect notice that re- 
newal of the laws covering those 
subjects will be sought in Congress 
before they expire next year. 
His declarations were made in a 
public statement interpreting the 
outcome of the presidential election 
as an indorsement of the conduct 
of foreign relations sinoe. 1933. 
“Its central policy has been that 
of the good neighbor, the most out- 
standing objective of which has 
been the promotion of conditions of 
permanent peace,” Hull said. 
“These high aims and purposes 
in time of peace and strict neutral- 
ity in time of war have been the 
cornerstone of American foreign 


policy.” 


Of the trade agreements program 
he said: “We shall go forward with 
this program in the same earnest, 
persistent, careful and cautious 
manner in which we have hereto- 
fore sought to advance this great 
undertaking.”

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The Overtones 
Of Beauty in 
Simple Words

N MY desk lies a book of words 
frequently misused, and it is 
very useful. There are 70Q0 such 
words listed, and that is almost 
enough to make one take a vow of 
silence. | 
But turning the pages is most re- 
assuring, for many of the words 
one never uses anyway, and there- 
fore does not misuse. If one used 
somé of them, his friends would 
have him examined. 
Someone ought to make a book 
of abused words, overworked 
words; it would be a large book 
too. Not many of us are as good 
as Humpty-Dumpty, who paid his 
overworked words extra for over- 
time. 
The words most often misused 
are not big, unusual words, but the 
simple everyday words. We speak 
and spell them correctly, for the 
most part, but they are terribly 
misused, even abused. 3 
Take the smallest word in the 
e—the word “I”—how often 
it is misused, and how hard it is to 
use it rightly. To many people it is 
almost the only word, to judge from 
their talk. 

Not only is it used too often—it 
litters up our talk and our letters 
—but it is given the wrong accent 
and emphasis. One betrays what he 
is instantly by the way he uses the 
word “I.” 

Another misused word is “my,” 
one of the most important words in 
all human affairs, which has the 
same force whether it is my dog, 
my dinner, my house, my wife, my 
faith, my country, or my God. 

How easy it is to fite the great 
word “God,” and mean nothing by 
it. It may be an oath, a by-word, 
or just an empty syllable—yet what 
far echoes and overtones it has 
when it is rightly used! 

To w the weight, worth, color 
and music of words is a fine art, 
especailly of the big little words. 
There are 119 words in The Beati- 
tudes, and of these 90 are words of 
one syllable! 

Jesus used few words, mostly 
monosyllables — short, simple, 
homey, vivid—but think of what He 
told us! No wonder “the common 
people heard Him gladly.” They 
know what He said and loved it.

N times past, when beautifying 

was considered sinful, one accept- 

ed one’s beauty griefs as Pilgrim 
endured his burden. There must 
have been ‘a lot of unnecessary un- 
happiness. Doctors refused to give 
attention to such trifles, explaining 
that they. were dealing with life 
and death. What importance could 
be attached to a facial blemish? 

Great changes have taken place. 
Plastic surgery has become a com- 
mon event, even the face lift is re- 
spectable. Men of high standing 
in the medical profession deal in 
diseases of the skin and scalp, con- 
sider a case of falling hair worthy 
of scientific attention. Surely this 
is a step forward. Every doctor 
knows that the unhappy soul is par- 
ticularly susceptible to body ills. 
Mental depression lowers vitality 
and resistance. It interferes with 
digestion, circulation and normal 
living. 

Among the blemishes that are 
not minor beauty griefs are acne, 
birthmarks, moles, *scars, and 
warts. Even the most stubborn 


disguised somewhat by applications 
of a foundation cream and powder. 
Light scars, if massaged with 
ointment of zinc oxide, may disap- 
pear. Everything depends 
how much of the tissue has been 
destroyed. Deep scars 
spond to surgery. Nearly always 
the condition can be improved. 
Moles as a rule are harmless. 
But no inexperienced fingers should 
meddle with them, since now and 
then the mole will become malig- 
nant. The trained eye can distin- 
guish between the harmless and the 
dangerous growths. One means of

Of Brick Mantels 


6¢y SUPPOSE there's nothing 
| wrong with a red brick man- 
tel,” said the lady who lives 
in the corner house. “But I don’t 
like mine a bit. I’m making a few 
changes in my living room but it’s 
out of the question to think of 
tearing the mantel out. However, 
I wondered if there’s any way of 
making it look different. 

“My main grievance is that brick 
color, because my heart is set on 
doing the room over in colors that 
won't do at all with the mantel. So 
if there’s no way to change it, I'll 
have to revamp my color plans. I'd 
like to have the walls done in pow- 
der blue, then have the sofa in plum 
color, two easy chairs in old gold, 
one other chair in a flowered ma- 
terial on a plum ground, then drap- 
eries and curtains in old gold. The 
rug I have is blue and I’m planning 
to keep that. I can get two new 
lamps and thought I'd add some 
new accessories such as ash trays, 
vases, cigarette boxes. What would 
you suggest for them?” 


There is one thing to do about 
a brick mantel . . . and that-is tg 
paint it. The best way is to give it 
a coat of shellac first so that the 
paint won't soak into the brick— 
this is in case you later want to 
take off and have it natural brick 
color again. However, it’s wise to 
consult a high-grade painter about 
a job like this—it has to be done 
right. We'd have it white in the 
room you describe. 


But in case you find that it isn’t 
practical to do the fireplace over 
after all, you might use deep coral 
in place of plum in your color 
scheme—then we think the brick 
color.would be quite all right in 
your new picture. Though we agree 
that the white mantel would be 
smarter according to present taste. 

As for lamps and accessories, 
we'd have these all in white and 
brass as much as possible. Repeat 
the glint of gold again in picture 
frames.
